"There can be no objection, founded 
upon good reason, to the amendments 
that J have suggested. No member of 
the legislature will m'amtain that a

would have even a remote chance ol

ture: nor would there be any thought

Not Moved by Prejudice. 
"As governor of all the

There' is no justice in 
the former and no honest public serv- 
ice in the latter. 
I offered fair sug- 
gestions in connection with this bill, 
which should not offend even the m'ost 
ardent prohibitionist. 
The responsi- 
bility for its failure, then, .gentlemen 
of the legislature, rests with the mem- 
bers who have opposed it. 
"In my message to you at the open- 
ine session I stated that I would at 
some later day have something to say 
on tho subject of the regulation of the 
liquor traffic. 
While prohibition was 
not an issue during tlie last 
cam- 
paign, I said, on 
several 
occasions, 
that I believed in practical 
temper- 
ance, meaning thereby such laws as 
can ue enforced that will minimize 
the evils that 
are associated 
with 
the excessive use of liquor. I do not 
believe in sumptuary laws that can- 
not -be successfully enforced. Such 
laws are the breeders of perjury and 
deception, which are infinitely worse 
in theii- effect UPOJI the morals of the 
people than the free use of liquor. 
"That 'public sentiment in Wiscon- 
sin iu not ready for. absolute prohilji- 
tion is I think, clearly 
indicated I.iv 
the fact that but 
comparatively few 
villages, towns and cities have gone 
dry. This despite the 
fact, that it is 
the privilege of the people of every 
village, town or city to forbid the sale 
of liquor if they see tit to do so. 
"The fact that our country is now 
engaged in war adds new reasons for 
meeting this question in a pract'tnl 
way. 
What we should do is to for- 
bid that which Js nrost harmful, and 
which is largely responsible for all the 
evils *hat grow out of the use of Ma- 
nor, by forbidding the use of ardent, 
intoxicating liquors and permit only 
the use "of mild, malt beverages . and 
:ight wines. 
Favors War Regulation. 
I recommend that you ;pass a Jaw, 
to take effect no- later than July 1. 
next, which will permit only the sale 
of. beer 
containing not more than 
hree percent alcohol and wine to con- 
tain not. m.ore than ten percent of a!- 
cohok This law should be passed-as 
a war measure. 
I urgo this because I believe it to 
be the very best 
possible 'arrange- 
ment lhat. can be made and succes-- 
'ully carried out. and, insomuch-.as it 
would go into effect immediately, it 
should have the support of all moder- 
ate prohibitionists. 
"It is the same rezulation that 1,i\s 
been adopted in the warring countries 
of Eutope and has been found -to be 
successful, -and we ought, to be ablo 
to learn something from their »xtjeri- 
encea. The prohibition in Russia wan 
a prohibition of the use of vodka and 
sim.ilar ardent, spirits. In' Trance, tlu 
government forbids 
the use 
of 3b-; 
sinthe, brandy, whisky and other ar- 
dent spirits, but light wines are per- 
mitted. 
In England. Jtaly, Germany, 
Austria and the

EVANSVILLE MAN DIES FRbM 
BURNS RECEIVED IN EXPLOSION

Evansville, May 23.— William Tag- 
, 
. 
gait died at twelve o'clock yesterday 
at his home on Qarfleld avenue Mr. 
Taggart's death came as the result 
— dlre,ctly and indirectly— of the se- 
vere burns which he received a little 
over two weeks ago. .The 'burns were 
received ae the result of an explosion 
which resulted wh'cn Mr. Taggart at- 
tempted to start a fire in a chunk 
stove with gasoline. A bad explosion 
resulted and Mr. Taggart was very 
severely burned about the head and 
hands. After the .first three or four 
days of inttase suffering his condi- 
tion improved and every hope of his 
final recovery was held. 
Slight in- 
fections and gangrene developed and 
these poisons added to those absorb- 
ed from the burns, proved too heavy 
a burden for the kidneys which re-, 
fused to function and death resulted. 
Mr. Taggart was about fifty-six years 
of age and has foeen a resident of Ev- 
ansville for a number of years.

is survived by his wife, a son, Percy 
of this city; Carl, of Chicago; and a 
daughter, Grace, of Madison; also by 
a sister, Mrs. John LemmeS, of this 
city.

With the appointment ot a county 
labor agent and of a number ot local 
labor agents in the various communi- 
ties, the farm help situation m Rock 
county is rapidly being taken in hand 
and will with the co-operation of the 
farmers be fully cared for -when the 
great need comes. 
All farmers, how- 
ever are urged to communicate their 
need's to the various agents at once, 
that a definite knowledge of how many 
men will be needed can be had by the 
officials in charge.

While it is recognized that the need 
for men at present is not so crying, 
the farmers who are abort handed will 
have more men in a month or so, when 
haying and harvesting starts. 
If all

The rule adopted on bonrd the ships 


on which I have met "The Miftj With- 
out a Country" was, I think, transmit- 
ted from the beginning. No mess liked 
to hnve him permanently, because his 
presence cut off all talk of home or of 
the prospect of return, of politics or 
letters, of peace or of war—cut off 
more than half the talk men like to 
have at sea. But it -was always thought 
too hard that he should never meet the 
rvst of us, except to touch hats, and 
wo finally sank into one system.

"Plain Buttons." as they called him. 
They called him "Plain Buttons" be- 
causo, while he nlwnys chose to wear a 
regulation army uniform; he was not 
permitted to wear the army button, 
for the reason that it bore either the 
initials or the insignia of the country 
he had disowned.
